This Indicates, State Official Says, 
That Physicians Are Derelict 
in Their Duty 


Rush county physicians are given 
a severe reprimand 
in a letter re­ 
ceived today from Dr. J. N. Hurty, 
secretary 
of the state boaid 
of 
health, by Dr. Will C. Smith, coun­ 
ty health commissioner. 
Dr. Hurty 
says there is every 
reason to be­ 
lieve that 
all the 
births in Rush 
county were not reported in March 
because the rate was only 15.6 per 
thousand. 
He calls attention to the 
state law compelling the doctors to 
report deaths, and to the duty of 
the physician to the parents, in the 
following letter: 
Your birth 
rate 
in March was 
15.6 per 1.000. 
This is under 20, 
and it is almost an invariable sign 
that all the births of your county 
were not collected 
for that month. 
This matter must be spurred up. It 
must not be allowed to rest. 
Ind­ 
iana will be in disgrace with the U. 
S. Census unless we eon show that 
we collect 90 per cent of all births. 
If the physicians of the state 
of 
Indiana bring 
disgrace 
upon 
the 
state, and we are published as being 
delinquent, then let the sin lie where 
it belongs. 
The 
physician 
who 
does 
not 
promptly report the births he a t­ 
tends violates the confidence of his 
patients and the duty 
he owes to 
hem, and he also violates the du­ 
ties he owes to the science of medi­ 
cine. 
You must put forth stronger ef­ 
forts to collect births. Discuss this
